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THE TEMPTATION TO DOUBT 


of backsliding we have discussed matters that 

are in great part the responsibility of the 
church. We have seen that some go back from fol- 
lowing Jesus because they have not been led into a 
genuine experience of regeneration. Others go back 
because they are taught to rely more on erratic emo- 
tions than upon faith and decision. Still others go 
back when they are disappointed by the lack of 
spiritual depth in other Christians and the lack of 
spiritual sincerity and power in the church. 


Now we turn to those matters that concern the 
individual alone. The problem we will consider this 
week is one of the cruelest that has ever come to my 
attention. For some reason God has permitted me to 
see hapless souls struggling against Satan’s meanest 
temptation: the temptation to doubt. It has been 
my experience to counsel with many persons tor- 
mented by Satan’s subtle torture. doubt. Most of those 
whom I have known have recovered themselves from 
this snare. Some have not been successful in the 
struggle and have gone down in defeat. The avalanche 
of their doubts has driven them back from walking 
with the Lord. 

While it is not exclusively so, the very nature of the 
temptation of doubt makes it most prevalent among 
young people. As their minds begin to reach out in a 
probing quest for knowledge they encounter problems 
and propositions that confuse them and make them 
wonder. The elasticity of their faith is frequently 
stretched to the breaking point. 

My heart bleeds for the many youthful spiritual 
derelicts I have seen, those who were inundated by 
a torrent of doubt and criticism. Satan has been very 
subtle in his use of this, the most damaging and 
fatal temptation of all. It usually reaches its peak 
during the late years of high school and the early 
years of college. Frequently it lasts much longer. I 
have known many adults who have been driven to 
despair by doubt, and it is not an uncommon tempta- 
tion even to elderly people. But still it seems to be most 
ravaging during the formative years of the indivi- 
dual. If Satan can destroy faith then he has blighted 
a life, damned a soul, and reduced the kingdom: of 
God. 


Yg N OUR PAST CONSIDERATIONS of the problem 


SATAN BEGINS HIS NAGGING torture by casting 
doubt upon the Word of God. All doubt must in some 
way be related to a rejection of the Scriptures. For 
that reason doubt of God’s Word is drummed into 






men’s minds in the classrooms of most colleges and 
from the pulpits of most modernistic churches. It is 
repeated with hypnotic persuasion that the Bible is 
nothing more than a book of Jewish folklore, a col- 
lection of nationalistic traditions, and a volume of 
moralistic homilies. 

The young people are told to reject all things that 
cannot be received by their senses, proved by demon- 
stration, and understood by their own intelligence. It 
is hammered into their brains that there is no ab- 
solute truth, all things being relative. This means 
that what Jesus said in His day was good then, but 
is not necessarily good for us today. This means that 
the Koran, the Vedas, the Upanishads and other 
non-Christian scriptures are equally true with the 
Bible, even more so for the people and the places 
where they are accepted. Under the smooth, skillful 
assaults of their instructors, many young persons 
have their faith shredded until they see Jesus as only 
a good man, the Scriptures as only fables, truth as 
a relative and flexible standard, and conscience as a 
development of human dogmas. 


NOT ALL TEMPTATION to doubt has the sophisti- 
cated, university-type approach that I have mentioned. 
Sometimes it comes as. a subtle impression that it does 
no good to pray, that.-there is no God, that we are 
not really saved, that there is nothing to the power 
of God, or as some other destructive proposition. 

Flattered into the notion that his doubts are 
caused by superior intelligence or scientific enlight- 
enment, the tempted person often fails to see doubt 
for what it really is. We Christians would do a great 
service to the kingdom of God if we could only help 
such persons to see that doubt is indeed only a 
temptation. It is a temptation of the devil just as 
much as is the temptation to lie, the temptation to 
steal, or to curse, or to blaspheme or to do any other 
sin. It is more subtle, more cunning, more dangerous, 
but it is still only a temptation. 

Please note that the temptation to doubt was the 
first temptation ever known to man. The serpent’s 
first words to Eve were, “Yea, hath God said... .?” 
(Genesis 3:1), which implied that what God had 
said was untrue. This was a bold stroke to create 
doubt in the mind of man. If Adam and Eve could 
be made to doubt the word of God, they would then 
do anything else their hearts might fancy. The devil 
wants us all to doubt that God’s Word is absolute 
truth. But it is absolute truth. Infinitely more than 
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relative truth, the Scriptures are absolute and eternal. 


. . . The truth of the Lord endureth for 

ever. Praise ye the Lord (Psalm 117:2). 
* * * 

Thy word is true from the beginning: and 
every one of thy righteous judgments endur- 
eth for ever (Psalm 119:160). 

And ye shall know the truth, and the truth 
shall make you free (John 8:32). 

* * * 

Sanctify them through thy truth: thy word 
is truth (John 17:17). 

Study to shew thyself approved unto God, 
a workman that needeth not to be ashamed, 
rightly dividing the word of truth (2 Timo- 
thy 2:15). 

* * * 

Howbeit when he, the Spirit of truth, is 
come, he will guide you into all truth: for 
he shall not speak of himself; but whatsoever 
he shall hear, that shall he speak: and he will 
shew you things to come (John 16:13). 


If the Word of God is not absolute truth it is an 
absolute lie. The Bible cannot be even a good book 
if it is not the absolute truth of God, for such it 
claims to be. If that claim is wrong then the Bible 
is false. I say this to emphasize the truth of Scripture, 
for even the devil cannot call it a bad book; he 
only tries to make it a book of myth and lore. 

Why should we be tempted to doubt that which 
cannot be received by the senses, proved by experi- 
ment, and comprehended by human intelligence? Rea- 
son and logic are not the source of all knowledge; 
it is utterly false to imagine that they are. We 
gather knowledge and truths from three sources: rea- 
son, faith and revelation (Hebrews 11:1-3; Ephesians 
1:17). Man knows much that is true which he cannot 
demonstrate to be true, for much knowledge comes 
through faith and revelation. Just as the universe is 
filled with sounds that our ears cannot hear, light 
that our eyes cannot see, odors that we cannot 


smell, and motions that we cannot feel, so is the uni- 
verse filled with knowledge and truth that mortal 
intelligence can neither comprehend nor explain. This 
truth of God is received by faith and by revelation 
through His Word. 


THE TEMPTATION TO DOUBT was common in 
the Scriptures. Elijah suffered it (1 Kings 19:1-4), 
as did John the Baptist (Matthew 11:2, 3). It is false 
when you imagine that the temptation to doubt is un- 
common. Thomas was tempted to doubt; so was 
Augustine, Pascal, and multitudes of others from an- 
cient times to our very own day. Don’t let the devil 
flatter you into believing that you are having a rare 
and heady experience; you are being tempted to sin 
by casting away your faith in all that is true and 
good. Neither should you despair, for what happens 
to you is a temptation that has been overcome by 
many saints of God before you. 

Men can say no to the temptation to do most 
things, but the temptation tc doubt is subtle and 
cruel and cannot be thrust aside. It is like a cancer 
that eats away at the foundation of faith. Therefore, 
many are swept away when the flood of doubt 
comes in. 

As one who has known the grievous extremes of 
this torture, let me counsel you never to quit praying. 
Even when doubt is stronger than faith, keep pray- 
ing. Even when you question or doubt God, keep 
trusting Him. Don’t worry too much about working 
you own way out of the temptation. Trust God to 
do that. He will not suffer you to be tempted above 
that which you are able to bear (1 Corinthians 10: 
13). Those who turn back because of the temptation to 
doubt have been defeated by the devil just as surely 
as those who turn back into sins of filth and un-

acles; they have followed after them. The mul- 

titudes followed Jesus to see His miracles. 
When He and the apostles had crossed the Sea of 
Galilee to get away from the multitude for a time, 
they found more than five thousand waiting for 
them on the other side. They had heard of the many 
miracles He had performed, and they wanted to see 
how He accomplished them. After teaching them the 
rest of that day He miraculously fed the multitude 
with the five loaves and two fishes. 

On another occasion, however, just after the feed- 
ing of the four thousand, He refused to give the 
Pharisees at Dalmanutha a sign, saying, “Why doth 
this generation seek after a sign?” (Mark 8:12). 

Many today are following after signs and wonders. 
Jesus didn’t say believers should follow signs, but 
that signs should follow them that believe. If you 
want to see great miracles performed get a burden 
for the lost on your heart and help pray people 
through to salvation. The greatest miracle that is 
ever done is the changing of a sinner’s heart! 

God said through His prophet: “A new heart also 
will I give you.” The heart is the center of life in 
the body. The blood is the life of the heart, and 
the heart is the pump which sends it to every part 
of the body. When your heart quits beating, you 
are dead. But God said that He will give you a new 
heart. No man can do that! The greatest surgeon 
would fail if he tried to give you a new heart, but 
God has promised in His Word to do just that for 
all who ask, confess, and believe. 

The heart is not only the pump for the life fluid 
but it is also the seat of our affections, our mind, 
and our thoughts. “As a man thinketh in his heart 
so is he.” “For with the heart man believeth unto 
righteousness and with the mouth confession is made 
unto salvation.” This is the new heart that God gives 
you. It will still pump the blood, still do all its duty 
in that line and at the same time it will be changed 
from a hard heart to a soft one, pliable in the hands 
of God. 

He said that you had a stony heart. That is the 
reason preachers have to hammer away at you so. 
It takes a sledge hammer to change the shape and 
condition of a stone, but the easiest touch of the 
Spirit will mold and change a soft heart. 

Why does He need to give us a new heart? Jere- 
miah 17:9, “The heart is deceitful above all things,

and desperately wicked: who can know it?” Since it 
is wicked it will bear the fruits of wickedness, envy, 
strife, emulations, hatred, variance, idolatry, sedition, 
etc. (Galatians 5:19-21). 


You men say, “But I am trying to do good. I am 
striving to bear good fruit.” A peach tree doesn’t 
have to strive to keep from bearing sour apples; 
it bears peaches because that is natural for it. When 
you get a new heart it will be natural for you to 
bear the fruit of the Spirit: love, joy, peace, long- 
suffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, meekness and 
temperance. The seeds of wickedness will produce an 
evil harvest, but the seeds of righteousness will pro- 
duce a satisfying harvest. How does God change us? 
I don’t know! “Old things are passed away; behold, 
all things are become new,” 2 Corinthians 5:17. 


Some of you may say, “I just don’t believe that it 
is possible to change a heart.” Believe as you please 
about it. It is still true for it is God’s Word! Romans 
3:3, 4, “For what if some did not believe? shall their 
unbelief make the faith of God without effect? God 
forbid: yea, let God be true, but every man a liar. 
This new heart comes by faith, and if you don’t 
believe, you won’t receive. 


Do you understand how electricity works? No? Then 
do you fail to accept its benefits because you don’t 
know how it works? Of course not. You use the stove 
for heat and the refrigerator for cold and enjoy 
both of them without questions. A black cow eats 
green grass, gives white milk, and it makes yellow 
butter.

Christian parents should be diligent in teaching 
their unconverted children to abide by church rules. 
This is especially true in regard to the moral teach- 
ings of the Church. God’s moral law is not dispensa- 
tional as was the ceremonial law, but is eternal. Some 
may reply that God has saved the vilest and made 
great workers out of them. This is the exception 
and not the rule. Sin hardens the heart and stiffens 
the will against God so that the majority of vile 
sinners never find God. 

The inforcement of moral church teachings in 
youth, rather than causing revulsion against the 
church in later life, develops in the child a nature 
disposed to Christianity. 

There is a vital point that parents should always 
keep before the, child: Morality can never be a sub- 
stitute for a a definite experience of salvation 
without which all are lost. 

The atmosphere of a godly home, the most precious 
inheritance a child can have, will follow a child 
through life. In no case should a child be allowed 
to violate the sanctity of a Christian home by drink- 
ing, smoking, dancing, swearing, or any of the com- 
mon sins of our day. 

One of the most dangerous philosophies in the 
world today (also held by some Christian parents) 
is: “Let the young sow their wild oats while young 
so that they can settle down and not sow them 
later.” The tragedy of this dangerous attitude is that 
these “wild oats” develop roots which entangle and 
bind the souls of millions to such an extent that they 
never truly repent and turn to God. 
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Some seem to think the child should be left to his 
own devices until he repents and turns to God. God 
has made His will known in this matter. He says 
a bishop or pastor should rule his own house well 
(1 Timothy 3:4, 5). A pastor is an example for the 
rest of the flock. Also the Scriptures exhort to bring 
children up in the nurture and admonition of the 
Lord (Ephesians 6:4). God complimented His friend 
Abraham by saying: “For I know him, that he will 
command his children and his household after him, 
and they shall keep the way of the Lord .. .” (Genesis 
18:19). Abraham’s children were born with a carnal 
nature just as our children today. God said He knew 
His friend would “command” them, and that they 
should keep the way of the Lord.

“By proper training in the ways of righteousness 
and the restraint of the ways of the world, children 
are saved from many snares of the tempter.” 


Christian’s unconverted children should be ex- 
pected to abide by church rules because: 


1. Church rules are Bible teachings and doctrine, 
and the Bible is the authority on the right way of 
life. The church has moral teachings and teachings 
of custom and practice as well as rules and dogma 
for the spiritual life. 


2. The Lord said: “Behold, I set before you the way 
of life and the way of death: good and evil, blessing 
and cursing . . . therefore choose life that thou and 
thy seed may live.” There are only two ways to live, 
two masters to serve and two places in which to 
spend eternity. 


3. Church rules are truth and right, not necessarily 
because they are Church of God rules—they were 
truth before the Church adopted them as rules and 
doctrine. They will always be truth. Christians and 
good moral people all down through the ages have 
and do observe them because they are truth. 


4. Christian parents are responsible for their chil- 
dren. The Word says: “Bring them up in the nurture 
and the admonition of the Lord.” “Train up a 
child. . . .” There is no other standard for child 
training except the Bible standard. All children, sin- 


ner or Christian, should be expected to abide by these 
teachings. Listen again to the Word: “Train up a 
child in the way he should go... .” 


5. Christian parents are obligated to their children. 
“A child left to himself bringeth his mother to shame.” 
Joshua said: “As for me and my house we will serve 
the Lord.” The Philippian jailer was baptized, he and 
~ = house. He rejoiced, believing in God, with all 

Ss house. 


6. God expects Christian parents to train their 
children. He said of Abraham: “For I know him, 
that he will command his children and his household 
after him, and they shall keep the way of the Lord...” 
Job’s children were married with homes of their 
own, yet “Job sent and sanctified them and rose 
up early in the morning and offered burnt offerings 
according to the number of them all... thus did 
Job continually.” 


7. God expects children to obey their parents. “Chil- 
dren obey your parents in the Lord (Church—Bible 
rules) for this is right. “Honor | father and thy 
mother—which is the first commandment with prom- 
ise.” Surely if every protestant young person (much 
more those who are Pentecostal) knew the sacrifice 
and suffering that Catholic and Communist youth 
endure as they give their all at the shrines of un- 
godly ideals and false religion, they would eagerly 
and enthusiastically seize the blood-stained banner 
of Jesus and march for Him, as a crown prince to 
his coronation. 


8. Of the Christian parent’s influence. Child psy- 
chologists say that children are influenced by their 
parents’ lives even before they are born, and that 
everything they see and hear from birth through 
their formative years is absorbed into their subcon- 
scious minds and later becomes a part of their lives. 

Rules enforced by Christian parents do not create 
rebellion, except perhaps for a season, in the hearts 
of their unsaved when tact, love and understanding 
are shown and when the parents themselves live 
pure and holy lives. Rather, confidence and respect 
are won, and although the children might stray for 
a while—“when they are old they will not depart 
from it.” The Bible has to be true. 


9. Christian parents should be soul-winners. This is 
the greatest and most rewarding service entrusted to 
man! This privileged task should begin at home, then 
on to the uttermost parts of the earth. What parent 
wouldn’t treasure the privilege of leading his child to 
Jesus? Love, understanding, prayer, the Word of 
God and training will win. How did Hitler wrap a 
whole nation of young people around his finger? Why 
do the Russian youths, by the millions, adore, idolize 
and enslave themselves—giving their all—to their dia- 
bolical customs and system of government? Because 
communism is continually boosted, praised, taught 
and glorified as the perfect way of life. Our youth 
need more religious training and understanding. Much 
emphasis should be put on the beauty of holy living, 
service to the Lord and its rewards. God has promised 
us our households, so why not claim our possessions? 


10. Right training is conducive to salvation. When 
the sanctity of the home is retained, a sweet, sacred, 
godly atmosphere causes the unconverted in the home 
to become hungry for God. Sins as smoking, swear- 
ing, dancing, drinking, must be kept out. By proper 
training in the ways of righteousness and the re- 
straint of the ways of the world, children are saved 
from many snares of the tempter. Their influence, 
morals, usefulness, health, and most of all their eter- 
nal souls are preserved. Many children in their hours 
of remorse have wailed: “Mother (or Dad), why 
didn’t you tell me...I didn’t know; why didn’t 
you even force me to do right until I could under- 
stand for myself?”

ANY QUESTIONS have 
Vy] asked by church 

people and friends 
wherever we go concerning the ad- 
vantages in giving a banquet.like 
this. Of course, it would be.im- 
possible for us to enumerate all the 
good that has been accomplished, 
but the most important thing is 
that it creates a deeper sense of 
responsibility in the child, and in- 
stills in him a stronger desire to be 
good, respect God and the church, 
make good grades, etc. All of these 
are necessary in order for them to 
have a chance of being selected 
to make a trip somewhere in the 
United States. 


Before we began such a program 
as this, we had many children 
running away every month; but 
from approximately four years ago 
until this writing, we have not had 
any girls to leave our campus with- 
out permission. So far this year 
there have been only five boys to 
run away. If for no other purpose 
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than this, the trips would be worth 
many times the cost of such a 
program. 

Our children here at the Home 
have set up the rules determining 
who should be selected, and after 
these were once established we 
have tried to keep them in effect 
from year to year. The rules, which 
we think are very simple, have 
been set up by a committee and 
have a tendency to be a great in- 
fluence on those who are chosen 
for these special privileges. Those 
selected have fulfilled the following 
requirements: Good grades, respect 
to all, clean in thought, word, and 
deed, kind and considerate, good 
manners, and last but not least 
they must have very much rever- 
ance and respect for the church.

Our Overseer in India, 
shares the following 
narration. 


_I was reading my Bible, while 
riding on the train, and a Hindu 
gentleman in the same compart- 
ment said to me, “What is that 
Book you are reading?” 

I replied, “I am reading the Bi- 
ble, the Word of God.” 

He inquired, “Do you mind if I 


have a look at that Book?” 
“Certainly not,’ was my reply. I 





took it over to where he was 
sitting. I explained to him that 
the Bible was in two major divi- 
sions, the Old and the New Testa- 
ments. The Old Testament was 
written before the time of Christ. 
In the New Testament, the four 
gospels give the story of the life 
of Christ, and the other New Testa- 
ment books were all written since 
the time of Christ. 

He took the Bible and for some 
time read from it. He turned some 
pages and read some more. Then 
he looked up at me and said, “Do 
you know, this is the first time I 
have ever had the opportunity to 
have a Bible in my hands and to

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read from it. Can you tell me 
where I could get a Bible?” 

“Certainly I can tell you. The 
British and Foreign Bible Society 
maintain a book shop in the City 
of Madras, and Bibles are avail- 
able there,” I replied. 

He told me that he was an in- 
spector on the railroad. He often 
goes as far as Madras on his runs, 
and the next time he had an oc- 
casion to go to Madras, he as- 
sured me, he would get himself a 
Bible. 

Think of it. A well-educated man, 
perhaps fifty years of age, holding 
a responsible position and he never 
had a chance to hold or to read 
a Bible until he read from my 
Bible. Perhaps this is hard for the 
reader to believe. 

Think of the 600,000 villages with 
their thousands or millions of peo- 
ple, many of them illiterate, and 
of what chance they may have of 
learning about Jesus and His love, 
about eternity, about their sins and 
their need of Christ, and about His 
dying in their stead. They do not 
know. They will never know unless 
we go to them and tell them. 

Jesus said, “Go ye into all the 
world, and preach the gospel to 
EVERY CREATURE.” That means 
the multiplied thousands of India 
must not be neglected. Let us con- 
sider this: India has a popula- 
tion of nearly 400 million people. 
It is the most populous country in 
the world that is yet open to the 
preaching of the gospel. Only 
China has more people, and it is 
virtually closed to missionary ac- 
tivity. How long India may remain 
open, is known to God alone. It is 
our duty to do our best to try to 
reach every creature with the gos- 
pel while it is day “For the night 
cometh when no man can work.” 

Invest in souls in India today. 
Tomorrow may be too late. We 
have our own press, but need help 
with the literature department. We 
need to train more nationals 
through our Bible schools. We need 
more support for nationals so that 
they can preach in the unevan- 
gelized villages. 

We need to acquaint them with 
the Book, so then they may never 
need to ask, “What is that Book 
you are reading?” 








OUR SUNDAY School cannot 
grow beyond the space it 
provides. Space holds the key 





to growth of the Sunday 
School and church. The buildings 
set the pattern of attendance for 
Sunday School. These three state- 
ments make us see the importance 
of providing adequate space for 
our Sunday Schools. 

It is impossible for your Sunday 
School to reach more people than 
the building can hold. But it is 
also impossible to keep the average 
attendance up to the maximum 
capacity of the building all the 
time. A Sunday School is similar 
to a motel, it does not keep a 100 
per cent occupancy all the time. 
Therefore we must not wait until 
we are filled to capacity before 
providing additional space. This is 
illustrated by the small Sunday 
School which had an average of 
about 40. The pastor and Sunday 
School superintendent led the peo- 
ple in a training program which 
created a desire for a better Sun- 
day School. This desire led to 
prayer, compassion for the un- 
saved, and planning for growth. 
This small Sunday School graded 
its classes, organizing new ones, 
and provided a nursery for chil- 
dren. Then they set up Cradle Roll 
and Extension Departments. 

As a result of vision, prayer, and 
planning, the building became 
crowded. This caused the attend- 
ance to level off to about 65. But 
the vision led to work and the 
church built a Christian education 
building. In a period of four years, 
this small Sunday School grew in 
average attendance from about 65 
to over 120. 


A Sobering Fact 


A church will never grow to need 
the facilities it fails to provide. 


Your church can limit its future 
and growth by failing to continue 
to build. James S. Riley has ex- 
pressed it searchingly: 

The sobering fact is that 
failure to plan proper build- 
ings for a church program is 
to sacrifice the future of the 
church on the altar of 
thoughtlessness. A church ap- 
parently may thrive on spirit 
alone and for a brief time 
make phenomenal records of 
achievement. A day of reckon- 
ing is inevitable, however, un- 
less proper steps are taken to 
conserve these gains. Deliber- 
‘ate reasoning dictates that 
adequate buildings are indis- 
pensable if a church is to con- 
tinue beyond the first genera- 
tion as a thriving and effec- 
tive New Testament church. 

We must have more space in 
most of our churches to reach more 
people. If this were not true we 
could crowd people in until there

was no standing room and they 
would keep coming. But people will 
not continue to come to a Sunday 
School which is overcrowded. When 
we do not provide space for more 
people we are unconsciously say- 
ing, “Do not come here as we have 
no more room for you.” It is a 
tragedy when a church decides to 
“remain as we are.” Souls are lost; 
they will die and go into a Christ- 
less eternity when a church does 
not plan a program of growth to 
meet the needs of the people. 


How to Provide More Space 


1. Evaluate your present situa- 
tion. Answer these questions: Do 
you have small classes meeting in 
large classrooms and large classes 
meeting in small rooms? (Reassign 
these classes. Classrooms belong to 
the church, not to one particular 
class. Pity the church which has 
adult classes which refuse to move 
into the auditorium so that chil- 
dren may have more space until a 
building can be secured.) Can you 
begin a class in the kitchen, office, 
church auditorium, hallways, bal- 
conies, platform, furnace room, 
baptismal dressing rooms, lobby? 
(Many of us have looked at our 
buildings so long that we can not 
“see” any available space.) 


2. Remodel and rearrange avail- 
able space. Can partitions be added 
or removed? Can you change doors 
and reroute traffic? Can hallway 
space be used? Can the auditorium 
be partitioned by curtains, folding 
doors, or folding screens? 


3. Use the same space twice. This 
plan should be used only as a last 
resort and should be temporary. 
Plan to have two Sunday School 
sessions: one before and one after 
the preaching service. Some 
churches with small auditoriums 


plan two worship services and two 
Sunday School sessions, but space 
should be secured so that all may 
go to Sunday School together and to 
church together. 


4. Buy or rent buildings close 
to your church. Often this is the 
quickest and most economical way 
to add space. Later these buildings 
may be removed and a Christian 
education unit built. One church 
bought a house for $12,000 and 
organized a new Adult Department 
to go in it. In four years, this 
new department gave $36,000 in its 
offerings. Does it cost to provide 
space? No, it pays! 


5. Use garages and homes tem- 
porarily. Members and neighbors 
close to the church may consent 
to have a class meet in their living 
room, basement, or garage. What- 
ever means are necessary to pro- 
vide space to reach the people we 
must explore and use. 


Build to Provide Space 


Building a new building is ideal. 
It should be planned with care so 
that it will meet the needs of the 
Sunday School. It is almost impossi- 
ble to put the right kind of a Sun- 
day School organization into the 
wrong kind of a building. Before 
the suggested floor plans are put 
onto blueprint, your church should 
seek professional advice. Many 
good architects do not know how 
to build a Christian education 
building which will fit the organi- 
zational structure of a Church of 
God Sunday School. Write to the 
Church Architecture Department, 
Church of God Headquarters, 922 
Montgomery Avenue, Cleveland, 
Tennessee, and request floor plans. 
Be sure to state the number of 
Sunday School pupils you want to 
build for.

School Department is always will- 
ing to assist with information 
about the number and sizes of 
rooms, age groupings and sizes of 
classes and departments, and the 
equipment which will be needed. 


Muck study and planning should 
be done before you build. Make sure 
you are well located and have am- 
ple ground to build and provide 
parking space. You must plan a 
building which is attractive and 
functional if you reach people. 
Consider the space requirements 
for every age group in the church. 
Take a census to determine the 
potential enrollment from your 
community. Study the population 
trends in your area. These facts 
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will help you determine which 
classes and departments will need 
the most space. For instance, a 
downtown church will probably 
have a larger percentage of adults 
than a church in the country or 
in a new development. The down- 
town church should plan to pro- 
vide more space for adults than 
for young people usually. But a 
church building in a new suburb 
would probably need more room 
for the Nursery, Beginner, Primary, 
and Young Adult Departments. 
Build big enough. Too frequently 
churches find that by the time the 
building is completed and they 
have moved in it is already too 
small. It is much easier to build 
extra rooms and not need them 


the first year than it is to be in 
your building a year and need ex- 
tra rooms. 

Never stop planning and build- 
ing. The church that stops build- 
ing and stops providing adequate 
space stops growing. Your deci- 
sion today to build or not to build 
will determine tomorrow’s growth 
and ministry. Are you going to be- 
tray the next generation? Christ’s 
Great Commission “to teach” and 
the needs of the multiplying mil- 
lions should be the determing fac- 
tor in enlarging and building. 
“Where there is vision fewer peo- 
ple perish.”
